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Proclamation By President Coolidge 
Designating Today, Sunday, November llth, as Red Cross Sunday and Opening the Seventh 


ANNUAL ROLL CALL 


WASHINGTON, .November 10.—President CaKnn Coolidge today 


issued the following signed appeal for universal support of the Annual 
Red Cross Roll Call which starts throughout the world t'omorrow for the 
enrollment of members of the American Red Cross for 1 924: 


"As President of the United States of America and as President of 


the American National Red Cross, I hereby designate November I 1 th, 
Armistice Day, to November 29, as the period of the annual Red Cross 
Membership Roll Call, and I appoint November I I Red Cross Sunday, 
and recommend that our churches dedicate that day to a thoughtful arid 
prayerful consideration of the privilege and duty of consecrated service 
to humanit}'. 


During the World War the volunteer effort of the American people 


to assist the Government in providing for the welfare of our military and 
naval forces at home, on the seas, and overseas, was expressed largely 
through the American Red Cross, which also rendered incalculable as- 
sistance to the armed forces of our associates in the war and to their 
civilian populations within the invaded areas during and after the war. 


The recent calamity which befell Japan when millions of her people 


suffered clire distress following the earthquake has served again to reveal 
to the people of the nation the readiness of the American Red Cross to 
respond immediately for service in a great emergency and to "apply the 
generous gifts of our people to the amelioration of human suffering. 
In 


rendering assistance wherever duty calls, the American Red Cross, in 
addition to its work in foreign lands administers relief in times of disas- 
ter in our own country, helps to solve the problem of public health, is ever 
active in other humanitarian projects and, above all, renders welcome as- 
sistance to the Government in the care of our disabled veterans of the 
World Wrar. 


1 hrough its Charter granted by Congress, the American Red Cross 


is charged with specific duties in relationship with the Army and Navv 
and with the people at large in periods of emergency and distress, and it 
has never failed to perform those duties. Since the war. and as a result 
of experience acquired in the war, it has expanded its welfare operations 
in all-regions of our country. 


The Red Cross seeks only to serve, not to usurp the prerogatives of 


other institutions or governmental authorities, but to co-operate with all 
others in service to humanity. 


It is upon popular membership that the American F^ed Cross relies 


for strength of organization and for funds to carry on its work which is 
s oessential to the good of our country, and it is a privilege to our people to 
held membership in and have a part in the work of this truly American 
organization. 
1 therefore urge a renewal of all present membership and 


enlistment in the American Red Cross by all not now members.
